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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 3, 4, 7, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 3 and 4 should depend from claim 2 for proper antecedent basis. Claims 
7, 9, and 10 lack proper antecedent basis in the parent claim for the "block", "plate" and 
"block and the plate" respectively. These elements are recited in the parent claim in the 
context of an intended use. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

5. Claims 1. 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Muller, et al. 

Muller in Fig. 3 discloses coils (35, 36) disposed on the arm portion ends of a 
iron-core electromagnet system (col. 1 , lines 43-50) producing a magnetic field of 
magnitude 3-4 Tesia (col. 1, line 36). With regards to claims 7, 9, and 10, respectively,

the elements "block", "plate" and "block and the plate" are recited in the parent claim in 
the context of an intended use. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention 
must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. See In re 
Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 3-4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claims 12-20 are allowed. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Muller, the closest prior art of record, failed to teach or disclose a method for 
magnetizing a non-magnetized block disposed on a plate of a magnet assembly used in 
an MR! device.
